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School Report. 


In taking a retrospective view of the condition of our 
schools the past year, it is pleasant to be able to report that 
the, have enjoyed more than the usual degree of prosperity. 

While the interest manifested by parents and scholars has 
been in most cases very gratifying, and the percent of attend- 
ance almost faultless in divisions 7, 3 and 4. still in other sec- 
tions of the town non-attendance has been too prevalent, causing 
a loss of one-sixteenth. to, in one instance, of nearly one-fourth 
of the whole time. This should be remedied in the future, and 
calls for the united action of parents, committees and friends to 
the end, that the law requiring the attendance at school of child- 
ren of certain ages, be properly respected. 

Again the efficiency of our schools, and the most economi- 
cal expenditure of the public money is lessened, by the holding 
of too many small schools. which. in a sparsely settled commu- 
nity like ours, is difficult to remedy, until parents overcome, in 
a measure, their objections to having their children conveyed a 
long distance to school. 

If, however. the spirit of the present school law cannot be 
carried out, so as to give us fewer, and larger schools, it is to be 
hoped that about the same amount of money will be raised the 
coming year as in the past, so that our school year may not 
fall shall of at least twenty weeks. The population and wealth — 
of our town is growing less, and not only in a financial point of 
view, but in order to hold the better part of our population, and 
attract others of similar character, it is all important that our 
schools be kept up to the highest possible point of excellence. 

Graves’ New Graded Speller has been introduced the past 
year, and it is thought that the reading books and arithmeties 
now in use, should give place to newer, and more recently 
revised editions. 
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Let those of our tax payers who are ever ready to brand 
the School Board as extravagant and wasteful of the public 
money whenever they introduce a new text book, be reminded 
that a book that has been in constant use for seven or eight 
years, is not in very good condition for another years service, to 
say nothing of its contents being a little out of date. 


It must be decided the coming year whether these old 
books shall be patched out with others of a similar class, or 
made to give place to those whose contents combine the latest 
and most progressive thought of the day. 

Our teachers deserve a word of comendation for their earn- 
est and zealous efforts in behalf of their respective schools. 
No failure has occurred in consequence of inferior teachers, and 
if they have not done their whole duty, the cause has mostly 
been a lack of the necessary outside support. No teacher can 
teach a rearly good school without an interested class of scholars, 
and she cannot have ‘these unless the parents are sufficiently 
interested to exert the proper home influence. 


Of our experienced teachers, Miss Cochrane in the Mansel- 
ville division, was again successful and gave general satisfaction, 
while Mrs. Murch, at East Deering, is a good disciplinarian, 
and endeavored to teach her scholars what would make life 
pleasanter and better. 

Of our young teachers, Miss Hulme, at the centre, was’a 
young lady well booked up for the position, and with her love 
of teaching, her energy and perseverance. could hardly fail of 
keeping a good school, but non-attendance injured her success 
somewhat, as well as that of Miss Bemis, in the fall term. 
Miss Parker, in the Town Farm division, did her best with her 
few small primary scholars; while Miss Colburn, on Clement 
Hill, deserves much praise for the patience, energy and inde- 
pendence exhibited in this, her first school. She held the love 
and respect of her pupils, whose record of attendance during 
both terms, was nearly perfect, and taught a good school, such 
as would have been a credit to any old and experienced teacher. 
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Both examinations were very interesting, and showed good im- 
provement to have been made, as the parents and visiting 
friends will bear witness 

Miss Constantine, im the Pond division, is quite well 
known in town, having taught in different sections. Securing 
the good will of her scholars, she governs successfully. The 
members of the Schoo] Board were all present at the closing ex- 
amination. and much pleased with the appearance of the school, 
and the work that had been done. 

Miss Dodge, in the North East division, has taught in town 
more than any of the other teachers, and always with good suc- 
cess. She is practical and efficient, sparing no work that prom- 
ises to benefit her school, and inspiring her scholars with some- 


thing of her own earnestness. She gave her pupils regular 
written examinations. and endeavored to teach them to put their 
thoughts on paper properly and fluently. Many a little story 
did the children write, without feeling the dread that most ex- 
perience with their first compositions. Nearly all these schol- 
ars live a long distance from the schoolroom, yet during both 
terms not one of them was tardy, and there was but little non- 
attendance. A good record, and it is almost supurfluous to say, 
that the examinations were pleasant, and showed good progress 
in the various brancbes. 

Grateful for the courtesy, kind attention, and generous 
support that has invariably been accorded us, our thanks are 
tendered parents, teachers, and scholars, with the hope that in 
the future, our schools may take no retrograde movement, but 
be ever steadily advancing to a higher plane of usefulness and 
excellence.
